than the population of the well-protected counties of 
England ; bat, with tho farmer, the auSiriftg, how- 
ever acute, passed away with the event*. With us, 
on the contrary, the return of poae* left ua atill to 
bear the burdens, not only of our own war* but of 
thoae of other nitions to be pertMrtnated, according 
tn all appearance, if net with further accumulation*, 
yet without any amelioration, to remote (ennrs- 
tiona. 

We began the long French war in 1T94 with a debt 
of i^3*,flS4,Mo and an annual charge of £$,1*7.000, 
and we concluded ft in llld with a debt of.

A per- 
manent additional charge of upwards of twenty 
million* a year, was the Legacy It left to 
the people of England ; — and we have only- to 
examine closely the trade aofonnl* for the 
period, t* mirier* und how depressing was the 
effect which that Incuoua exerted over th. phyaicel 
and economical progress of tho country! During tho 
time chat a enunvy la expending large portions of it* 
capital in addition to it* income, which is the case 
when war* ore auatained by repeated Loani, there ia 
not cuifreciuentLy a false appearance of prosperity, 
upon the same principle that, a spendthrift la an ex- 
cellent customer to hie trsdeemen as long ia hi* for- 
tune but., The Mrat fifteen yean of tho preitntt cen- 
tury woe • period of vary hijjh price*, and people hive 
lonwwhat Incnnsfderaiely regarded ihat fact a* ■ proof 
♦f getter*! nro!perisj---*o much *o treat we are afraid 
inert la atiU among some class*, nlurilag predilectlun 
ifar war baaed upon that theory. We believe, how- 
ever, that a fair investigation of rociv would lead to a 
yery tliHeront ultimate of the result of the events of that 
period. What axe the true test, of tho real physical 
prosperity of n country; lu command over the 
M tularin and comforti af life ; because, after all, 
every uttur itep In the progreea of a nation muit suc- 
ceed the oomuisnd of the first wants, ** well aa of e 
certain amount of leisure. Now, ii will not be dtffi. 
cult ta show that, in point of fart, the material 
interest* of the country were nearly stationary.lr not 
in inme re* eel* retrogresiive, from he beginning of 
the eonturr lo the close of the war ; nay more, thit 
■ueh had been the exhanativa effects of the war ex. 
penditure, that for many yean afterwards very Liltle 
progress took place ; and .hii, ton, in spilt? of a 
.teadily and rapidly increasing populittlon. 

The fact* eonnected with this subject are *r> import- 
ant at the present time, that they ejnnot bn too fro.

Be much fur the evidences which exist as to the 
elect of war and it* consequent expenditure upon tbe 
cornmerciil and physical interest* of the country 
We bsflurro, when we coma to show lhe eonae.

condition of the people, we shall find it to be stiU more 
ippalliiig. But. it lent, wo have said enough to con- 
vince any unprejudiced mind of the hollo wnesa of that

of those connected with land, jtra ratlier 
thm utumrae by war. Wo had hoped that lounder

The privilege* of the Common* of England are 
saitl to be tatiepFnrtcnt of the Crowd, although 
their <-i>nfirmution hnn been often demanded 
of the Teifriiiiig Sovtreign, and gra- 
cioiicly conferred. Ttio High Court of 
Parliament hnt its own peculiar law, 
and tho Cornmomi have aannmed the right 
nnt only to enforce that law, but to declare what 
it is. It hat, however, hecn long determined 
that " neither House of Parliament hat power 
by any vote or dcelirnlion lo create Id them- 
flfivcB new privilege* not warranted ljy the 
known laws and customs of Parliament." [ May, 
p. 66.] 

There ore- certain powers and right n. inherent 
tn all deliberative and legialalive bodieii, whieh 
they ore entitled to nstert as essential to 
■ectire the orderly conduct of the basinets 
eonftded to ihcm by their eonttitution. 
It It obviout, every deliberative body 
shouli ponscss tlte right to fulfil in lawful 
functions, and to do all that i« necestery for 
their performance, and that it is to be reprinted 
only when it steps heyond the dejign of its eon- 
■tituliun. This, no doubt, the House of Com- 
mons hat occasionally done. Thus, while the 
courts of law wdl not question the 
proceedings of the House itself, yet at in 
tho eauc of the publication of a libel it 
will not admit a justification on the plea of the 
authority of the Commont, 

A few years ago a esse of great interest nroae 
in which the privilege! of Parliament came 
dircptly in collision with the decision of the Court 
of Queen's Bench. The House retolved that 
the right to publish libels, for instance, was 
oswn'tal to its Constitutional functions — "that it 
bad a sole and exclusive jurisdiction to deter- 
mine llie oiistencc and extent of lu privilege!, 
and trial any attempt to question them in 
n court of law *nu a high breach of 
privilege." The Court of Queen'* Bench 
unanimously decided ageiitat these claims, nnd 
damages were given against Hansabd for the 
publication of a libel. The Sheriffs levied, and 
were committed by the House, as well at the 
successful plaintiff. After a long contest be- 
tween the Court and the House of Commont, to 
which Ihtj re appeared to be no probable lermi- 
nation, both parties escaped from the dilemma, 
by leaving the main question unsettled. Atstr- 
tions of privilege were made in Parliament, and 
denied in the Courta. "If Parliament were 
to net ttrictly on its own declarations, it 
would be forced to commit not only the partiea, 
but alto the Judges, and so great would be tho 
injustice of punishing public officers for admi- 
uisteriug the law according to their conaciencea, 
thn( Parliament would shrink from so violent an 
exertion of privilege," [May, p. 178.] 

The colonial legislature, created by an Act of 
the Imperial Parliament, ia bound to look lo the 
terms of iU Constitution at tho true 
limit to its authority. It will be qoita 
possible for on ingenioui expounder 
of Parliamentary rights to bring almott 
everything within the jarltdiction rjf a 
legislative Assembly, and to subject all claates 
nod all IntoHKti to it* gratp.

No ease 
his yet arisen calling for the interposition of the 
Judgca j but, surely, if the Court of Queen's 
Bench entertained an action and issued an 
altaehraenl to compel Ihe Sheriff to hand over 
the damages for libel lo the plaintiff, 
there could be no qtication that our 
courts would assert a jurisdiction in 
any such matter in reference to the local Assem- 
bly. They would then have to take into account 
the Constitution iUelf ni the origin of all 
our legislative nutiiorlly, as well at ils limit. 

By the 22nd section of the t;o,i,tiiution Act 
it is provided, that

It is customary ai the commencement of a 
Parliament, Tor a colonial legislative to agree 

'ij Ihe stonding ruten not! order*, which are 

Bjieciolly adapted tn the stole of rnlonial butinets. 
There is commonly thit general provision that, in 
all other matters, i he A^nCiuhlv ahull be frcivcmert 
by the prarliee of the Impcrjid Parliament, su 
Fat at il may be applicable. 

It is not necessary to intist upon the impor- 
tance of having Ibe proceedings of II body so 
impulsive as a Lcgiislatii-e Assembly Tcgulated 
by stringent rules. It is order which dis- 
tinguishes a deliberative body from a mob. 
There may be in both the same amount of in- 
telligence and the same, degree of palriolism — 
the same multifarious shades of political 
opinion — tha injne strong passions and the 
sumo respcctahilily ; but whenever a com- 
pany of gentlemen, however high their 
functions, cease to be guided by rule, 
and act in n spirit of disorderly independence, 
they may be properly denominated a "mob." 
"Had everv Athenian cilizen been a SofiRArEa, 
every Athenian assembly would still have been 
a mob." 

The practice of ihe British Parliament in Ihe 
regulation of ils own proceedings is ihe result 
of experience spreading over a thousand years. 
Innumerable circumstances have arisen requir- 
ing the ruling of the Speaker and the decision 
of the House. It bos taken, sometimes, a den - 
turj- Id settle certain points in the practice of 
Parliament. There arc many instances in which 
it has rescinded its own previous determinations 
and arrived at a settled practice through much 
turmoil. We can then have no boiler guide than 
the Parliamentary experience of our ancestors. 
In America not only tins the Common Ijiw of 
England, anil even tho modern decisions uf our 
Courts, hecn referred lo at guides in American 
jurisprudence, bul also in the Congress there 
is a continual reference to the practice of the 
British Parliarpcnl. Thu massive work of 
dialling denominated, Z*i I'arliammtaria 
Americana, giving the law and practice 
of the Legislative assemblies of the United 
Slates — is full of references to tho English 
practice an the highest authority. Would it not 
then be absurd for the membem of an Austra- 
lian Assembly to treat lightly such experience, 
or to attempt crude improvemcnl* in the 
administration of public butinets ? It is of im- 
mense value to an Assembly to have some 
authority above, and independent of itself, and 
thus to judge or its qwd conduct by principles 
iong ago established, and rules long ago settled, 
It will De found that just in proportion aa the 
practice of the British Parliament Is anxiously 
followed by colonial Assemblies they will bo 
respectable und respected. 

Restraints upon the language of members anil 
their conduct toward* each other, however 
irksome, are nevertheless indispensable to the 
usefulness of our Assemblies, nnd even to their 
existence. No members so dishonour the House 
as those who indulge 1 heir own personal feelings 
at the expense of its good order, unless it be 
those who treat with defiance attempts to enforce 
that order when it is violAtcd, by mocking ac 
knowlcdgments and sneering recantation t. 

It it in the power of a Legislative Assombly 
to suspend its standing ordeis: but Ihia is an 
abuse whenever it is done lightly, or 
to compass an object which would 
fail upon deliberation, or which could be equally 
well attained without departing from the ordi- 
nary forms. In the Kntiah Parliament, the 
suspension of a rule for a particular purpose is 
an extremely rare proceeding. In the Ameri- 
can Legislatures, on the contrary, it is a frequent 
occurrence. In the House of Commons, 
** whenever a rule or order eon taint a provision 
permitting the House on any occasion to do to, 
the order may, it seems, be dispensed willi ac- 
cording to its' term* or by a vote of the majority 
in the usual manner i hut, when the rule is 
absolute and contains no provision, it it only 
departed from or scl aside in a particular case 
by general consent — that ia, "by a unanimous 
vote. [CniAinjf, p. MB0.] 



given to our readers. Thquuli these accounts 
arc far more meagre than cijri.rjoity would llkl 
to get. they are ttirBeient to enable Miitte 
opinion to be formed of the chaMcteriitics of 
the two armies, aud the prospects of the cam- 
paign. 

There can be no question tbont the fact that 
the battle of Magenta was a grcii victory for the 
French— the retreat of Ihe Aastriana, tho 
evacuation of Milan, Pavla, and Piacenaa, and 
the deposition of Guv iai, sufficiently prove that. 
It it ulna equally clear that the success of the 
French was mainly owing to the unexpectedness 
nf their attack m the quarter in which it 
occurred. The Austrian commander 
virtually in an enemy's country, 
though one subject nominally to Austrian 
rule. He found it, therefore, exceedingly diffi- 
cult lo get correct information, and what lie did 
get was laboriously ascertained; none was 
volunteered. The reconnaissance which !ed to the 
batllc of Montehello, was simply an attempt to 
ascertain whether the Allies were really collect, 
ing in force lo threaten the line south of the Pu. 
But it failed to disclose to him ihe real secret of 
tbe enemy's intention, and the march northward 
to Buffalo™ was a surprise. Tho 1'iench 
Km ft Ron, was greatly assisted in h; a project by 
the railway which connects Alessandria with 
Novara, and which the Austrians, with more 
fiioderalionthun military forethought, had Hpurcil. 
The allied troop s,thi?rt fore, notonlyhad the Blurt, 
but were nnved n good deal of the exhaustion 
of a lung march, und were concent rated with 
rapidity, while tlio enemy w;i* altogether un- 
aware of the movement. As soon as Count 
Ot'vi.Ai became acquainted with the nature uf 
the utEack on his position he seems to have 
brought up h is forces from the direction of 
Pavia and Pticfnil with a rapidity that shews 
tliul the Austrians are nol incapable of celerity 
when occasiaaj compels it. Rut the men arrived 
on the field very fatigued, and not in the best 
condition for hard fight ih That, under the cir- 
cumstances, they made the stand they did— 
that, nulrunmt'uvred, outnumbered, and sur- 
prised, they kepi [he enemy at bay for nearly 
thc whole day. retiring only slowly and 
in £nod order, speaks well for their CDitrajre and 
dijctjiUne, and seems to show that decisive as 
the Imille was us respects the immediate object 
for which it was foughl, vii„ the possession of 
Lombard)', it does nol indicate any very decided 
tnililnry superiority on the part uf the victors. 
The losa of ihe day on the part of the Austrians 
wus apparently due more to bad generalship than 
to bad soldiership. In the precipitate retreat from 
Mortari, as snon as Ihe presence of M'M.mion 
al Turbigo was ascertained, tho Austrians seem 
tn have retired beyond wlial was really neces- 
sary, and to have abandoned positions 
which might have been held by the 
troops on the spoJ till supports could arrive. 
The non-destruction of the bridge, for which 
no adequate preparation hail been made, nnd 
for which no powder was at hand at Ihe critical 
moment, was also a great error, and led to an 
invaluable saving of time and men to the 
Allies. 

The stubbornness with which the possession 
of Ihe village of Magentu was contested, shows 
that in a hand to hand encotuiter both sides ale 
pretty well equal, anil tint neither can 
afford to despise the other. At a general 
rule, the French are supposed to excel 
in attack, and In any movements re- 
quiring dash and celerity ; the Austrian) arc 
famed for stolidity nnd endurance. Both 
parlies, therefore, operated to the grealest 
advantage, each being in a position to exhibit 
its peculiar characteristics to the greatest ad- 
vantage. And Ihe same fact seems likely to be 
continuously repeated during ihe whole of the 
campaign, for the Austrian policy is now solely 
defensive, while their concentration within the 
lines of <hc celebrated quadrangle of fortressts, 
will reduce Ihe scope for field mancruvres, and 
make all conflicts more a trial of strength llian 
skill, except so far as may depend on improved 
artillery. Tha Allies, however, have the in- 
estimable advantage of fighting with enthusiasm 
in a cause which always awakens tho strongest 
emotions. They are contending, or think llicy 
are contending, for liberty and nationality, and 
they feel that the sympathy and applaute of the 
lovers of freedom all over the world ia with 
them to intpire them. The Austrians fight 
solely as a matter of duty and discipline. Thay 
have nothing else to sustain them. 

Lours NAi-oXKira has achieved his first 
laurels as a ronquerer, and has at least one vic- 
tory to boost of. But hit assault , though during 
enough, arid well conceived, was full of risk, and 
vcry^nearly failed. Canhoueht uidM'M&no>' 
both arrived later than rxnected, even 
though his own advance wat postponed for 
several hours. His position, just before 
M'Mahok arrived to create a division in his 
favour, was critical in tho extreme : and had the 
Austrians been a little more urgent in tha early 
part of the attack, or in a littler stronger fmre at 
that point, the Etti-t: Bolt's assault would cer- 
tainly have been n failure. Success, doubtless, 
hides ail faults : but, at the same lime, in draw, 
ing auguries for the future from the past, it 
docs not seem that we have at present Bny data 
for assuming that Nafoleos tuk Tmnn will 

Co an infallible general, and be able to emu- 
the deeds of his uncle. 
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The task of following the progress 
belligerents in the Italian campaign is some- 
what more difficult than it wat in the Crimean 
war. For no such corrcspondenL as Mr. 
Russell ia allowed in either camp to give 
minute and brilliant dcsciptiona of all that 
pastes i yet. Chough the information it defective, 
the deficiency it in one respect partly compen- 
rtted by the fact, that what knowledge ia 
obtained conies pretty equally from both parties. 
In litt- Russian war, the ttittsisu journals were 
nearly tilent, and corTeirpondcnce f rom the Hussion 
camp wu never publisnad. In the present case 
then are Ensrlishrtien staying in bolh caropt, to 
that we gel from rahubie eye-witnesses some 
isocount of both sides of the question.

made ready for his departure ; and in a very 
short time quitted the city, under the escort of a 
detachment of dragoons, snd followed by some 
distinguished personages. 

11 The aspect of the city thus abandoned lo 
herself, wns entirely irreproachable. In the midst 
of the incessant acclamations of the people, the 
moat frequent cries were those of ' Italy for 
ever,' ' Long live Victor Emmanuel,' ' Fusion 
of all Parties,' 1 Long lire Napoleon the 
Third.' 

" Without delay— thanks to the initiatory steps 
taken by tlio munieipnbty — a Junta for the 
Provisional Government was established, and 
announced by a proclamation to the 
people. It was composed of the 
Marquis Gionehino-Napoleonc Pepoli. of the 
Murijuis Luigi Tamvn, of Count Giovanni 
Malvezsii Meuici, of Mr. Advocate Camilln 
Qisarini, and of Professor Antonio Montanari. 
The Provisional^" Junta of the Government, hy 
its first act, proclaimed the Dictatorship of King 
Victor Emmanuel — announcing by a proclama- 
tion the accomplishment uf thia fact, nn4 that H 
mat Che wiB nf all. 

" At the end of the day the streets of the eity 
were splendidly illuminated, and multitudes of 
people paradecf them, singing patriotic songs lu 
the sound of music; whilst bodies of young 
men, who had eagerly taken arms for the de- 
fence of the country, performed ditty an soldiers 
at the military posts and before the Government 
palace. 

" The city continued quiet and undisturbed. 
The Government sustained by and inrestotl with 
the confidence of the country, was resolved not 
to surfer any reaction tu take place. It is hoped 
that Romagna will imitate the example of 
Bohuna, with that sincere and ptofuund 
patriotism whlrh has always distinguished her. 
Looking forward to iliac — ardent hopes are 
entertainer! that the army may be re-organised r 
so that in a short while OuV country may find 
herself is a position lo act in concert for the 
common enterprise." 

The same journal publishes divers acts of the 
Provisional Government, and amongnl them is 
iu be found a despatch sent hy the electric 
telegraph to Count Cavour. Other decrees 
-provide for the nomination of different function- 
aries, for the maintenance of a body of 
j/ndnrtrMnV,— declare that the enrolment 
lists for a new body of troops, to 
he called tho VelUtt. are now open, 
and name those who have been appointed mem- 
bers of the Enrolment Commission. In fine, 
the last decree of tho Junta forbids the publica- 
tion of every journal or political writing, and 
orders the publication of an official organ whose 
title is, // Monitor* di Bahama." 

That paper publishes the following official 
communication : 

" We are happy to announce that Count 
Cavour, in answer to the telegram sent to him 
by the Provisional Government, has expressed 
a steadfast hope that his Majesty King Emma- 
nuel will accept the protection of this country, 
and will send a Commissioner Extraordinary to 
govern it during the war, and also troops, to 
organise everything personally." 

If we are to believe the Corrusrs Mtrctititilt, 
the Commissioner Extraordinary will bo M. 
Massimo d'Aieglio. He would, in that case, 
have to hold himself in readiness to 
set out at a moment V notice. We are bound to 
add, that the Patri* afterwards gives, as news

Jjtteit despatches have apprised us that 
Haven ha has followed the movement of Bologna. 
On tho subject of the formation of a Provisional 
Government at Ravenna, we find this procla- 
mation t-i 

" Citixens ! • 

"The Provisional Junto of Government has 
taken the powers of Government into Us own 
hands : it u to you, rellow-citinens, that she ad- 
dresses her first words, eihorting you to main- 
lain that internal order which has' been, 
throughout all time, the indubitable basis of 
public prosperity, and the indispensable condi 
lion upon which a mo T emenl, whose principl 
is a good one, ultimately atlains the object in 
view. 

« Bound byrwovincial interests andbytTrito- 
rial position to that of Bologna, we sluill give 
our adherence. In the name of out city, to the 
central government which was constituted at 
Bologna the day before yesterday, under the 
dictatorship of the noble King Victor Emmanuel, 
and we shall await from him those arrangements 
which will emanate from him in regard to tho 
province of Ravenno. 

" Witnessing the ardour with which our 
follow -citizens have down to the ranks of the 
Italian army, and the national spirit which 
animates the different populations, and of which 
this day has furnished so striking a proof, we, 
who fully participate in this grand aspiration 
towards independence, do not hesitate 
hereby to declare our solemn adhesion 
to the Central Government of Bologna 
under the King of the House of 8avay ; 
but we have to add that our most ardent desire 
is that at tome time Or other this city may be 
called upon to form a portion of that monarchy, 
with which every Italian heart has (jontisctod an 
obligation of gr.,titudc. 

"Tho Provisional Government of the city 
of Ravenna will conscientiously discliargs 
the duties which have devolved upon 
it, and hopes; with entire confidence, Chat 
the good sense and patriotism of the citizens

The decrees in the same paper promote toihs 
dignity of Marshal of France, General M'Mohon, 
who will bear the title of Duke of Magenta :

Decaen the general of a division, from being 
only the general of a brigade ; and lastly, 
awards medals of honour to certain foreign. Sea- 
men therein named. 

The official portion of the ibfintHfKr of the 
eighteenth of June also contains ordinances : re- 
specting the settlement of the general budget 
■of expenditure and receipt on the public 
account for the year 1 6GQ ; authority for tho 
lleparlinent of the Eastern Pyrenees to contract 
an extraordinary ln^n, and for the department 
of VoNges lo levy an extraordinary impoKt. 

The decrees in the same paper uphold the 
Baron T.aiTDSse in his functions as president of 
ihc commission of the board of Trade fCuiuet 
tf/lmtirlitrrmml, ft drt dtp6U /< rrmii/nabiimi), 
and appoint the directors of the Bank of Algeria 
and of the branch at Oran.

The prefect of the Douches du Rhone has 
addressed the following ciret'lar to the aub-

" Gentlemeh, — The sympathies of the popu- 
lation for the wounded of the army of Italy 
have enlled forth, from all aides, offers to de- 
posit in tho hands of the Government linen 
tor bandages snd lint. In order to 
assure for these patriotic gifts a prompt 
and sum direction. the Minister of 
War haa drawn up the following directions, the 
carrying out of which is confided to your 
solicitude. 

" The linen for bandages which is collected 
together by your means must be forwarded to 
the officer in authority over the magazine of 
reserve fur the military hospitals at Marseilles. 
The agents are to take charge of what is sent, 
and to pny the expense of its carriage. 
The carriage expenses should be kept down 
as much as possible, and, as regards 
what is sent from Air, by calling upon the 
intervention of the officials employed in this 
matter at that city. In order to avoid need- 
lessly multiplying the times when things are 
forwarded, and only so to send when the supply 
to be forwarded shall be of some importance, It 
would seem proper that the bales sent should 
not weigh less than 19 kilogrammes each. 

" I beg to request that yon will forward tome 
for every supply despatched from your commune 
a memorandum, showing the weight and num- 
ber of packages of what is sent,

In order to satisfy tho wishes of fa-rnilics, both 
in Paris and in the Departments, which have 
relations in the army of Italy, the Minister of 
War determined that a sub- department for 
special information sluill be established at his 
Ministerial Office, in order that information 
might be afforded to all personally interested. 
This sub-department has already been several 
days in full activity. It is fornished with infor- 
mation as to the exact state of officers, sub- 
officers, men killed, men wounded, and men 
taken prisoners from the commencement of the 
present war. Every person, whether belonging 
to the capital or to the coaratry, who can satisfy 
the authorities that he has any kind of right to 
obtain the information that he aaks for, can 
attend there any day between 10 and 4 o'clock. 
By the express order of the Minister his 
demand for information shall be at once at- 
tended to.

On the contrary, 
the Gomtttt of Carhrukt states that he is organi- 
zing at the (nek of the Adda, that he is there 
receiving reinforcements, and will soon be able 
to act once more against Garibaldi, In fact, if 
we are to believe a correspondence written un 
the banks of tho D*nube to the Goirtlt of 
Basle, the actual w\*tr will only recommence on 
the banks of the Mincio, and that that was the 
opinion expressed beforehand by some 
of the most experienced generals.

11 these facts and notions set forth in the 
German pagierj — and making every allowance 
for the natural exaggeration of those journals — 
this general conclusion may be safely drawn 
therefrom ; that the war is not hy any means 
over, that a great battle is probable, and diplo- 
macy may still enjoy that leisure 
which the cannon has cut out for it. 
It appears certain that the Diet, in the name of 
tlio Germanic Confederation, has excused 
Austria from furnishing her ordinary contingent, 
—an unequivocal mark of tho nenlimeuts felt 
towards that power. 

Paris, 18th June. 
There is no news to-day from the theatre of 
war, which is nothing astonishing when wc recall 
to mind the determinations of the chief of the 
Austrian Staff. He has in fact required time to 
completely modify plans at onee adopted, and to 
effectuate a retreat from which we look for 
some better results. 

As far as one can judge from the information, 
of necessity very far from exact, the head quarters 
of the Emperor are at this moment between Chiari 
and Mendolo. Those of the King of Sardinia 
are at Guasago, It is probable that the two 
sovereigns will combine their movements in 
such a manner as to rejoin again between 
Brescia, and Caatenctlolo. If it Is true, 
on the other hand, that tho majo- 
rity of the Austrian forces are oeeupy- 
ing Monte-Chiaro (a little, fortified 
town which commands the Mantuan road~) it 
would beVar from impossible that ore long we 
should receive news of that great battle of 
which there haa been so much talk for somo 
days past. 

The news from Tuscany is not satisfactory. 
The parties there are already on the eve of 
going to loggerheads. The' Sardinian party haa 
not too many adherents, but it ia tho most 
{powerful. Just at present the revolution has 
not produced any other result than the occu- 
pation of superior situations and positions. 

On the side of Germany there is nothing new. 
Nevertheless, that rather too ambiguous situation 
which tho Gomanic Confederation has chosen to 
assume may end by giving rise to inquietudes, 
which a frank and open course of action would 
immediately dissipate. It is said that tho Count 
of Poartales is expected here to-morrow or 
Monday. This diplomatist should he charged 
with giving to the Government of the Emperor 
more satisfactory explanations as to the mobilisa- 
tion uf the Prussian army. 

We hear, at Paris, that the new King of 
Naples has granted an amnesty for all political 
offences. This fact onght to be a matter of good 
augury as to the liberal ideas of the young 
monarch. For myself, 1 believe that that mea- 
sure has no other meaning beyond a mere act of 
grace, and one from which we ought to draw no 
conclusions as to the future ideas of Francis tho 
Second upon politics. 

The German papers continue to be earnestly 
occupied with the menacing state of the Turk- 
ish Provinces. With, or without reason, they 
regard as imminent an attack upon Cattaro by- 
Prince Danilo — at the head of his Montene- 
grins, and supported by France. It 
certain that n French squadron has 
cast anchor before the port of Anti- 
vari. On its own side the Sublime Porte 
has landed a considerable number of troops near 
Kick, and has opened communications with the 
Courts of London and of Berlin, in order to 
explain the dangers with which it is menaced, 

The Duke of Modena has published it pro- 
clamation to his subjects, in which ho say that, 
threatened by Sardinia and by France, seeing 
also what was taking place in Tuscany 
and in the Duchy of Parma, and not wish- 
ing to expose his States to the miseries of 
an useless defence, he resolved to quit 
his capital, and has established a regency, 
charged with tho government in his absence. 
This CouncQ of Regency, at the head of which 
is placed the Count Giovanni Gnlvani, who is 
declared to be invested with very extensive 
rights, 

You are aware that Kossuth passed yesterday 
through Paris. He is going to Italy, to Genoa, 
where be ia to meet General Khpka, and other 
Hungarian notabilities. It is said that the 
illustrious revolutionist has in his pocket n little 
proclamation . cut and dried, addressed to the 
Hungarian soldiers who are serving in the 
Austrian army. 

The English Parliament sat yesterday, when 
Lord Derby attemped to justify his policy, and 
apoko in hu useai h.iughty way. However, ho 
is not going to oppose tho Palmeraton- Russell 
Cabinet.

Regulation 
tenth says, "should a teacher minconduct him- 
self, the local school 11 Lard will at nhco 
transmit a full report of ihc case to the f '111U.it Tt.iard, 
together wild any evidence on tho sabjet-r rhat may 
Iiavo been taken. All that ts here urontcd trj local 
boards, who provide, furnish, and repair qehool-houses 
is the humiliating and odious ottice of public 
informers. The laws and regulations of tho Central 
Ituurd contain no dennition of " miseooduet," and 
diaclose ua orfeaeea for which a tear; her would be 
ranoTpd. Wbat might bo vt^ardodss !■* inisconduet " 
hr a local hoard tatghl bo pronounced flood enn- 
duet" by the Central Hoard; snd what the Central 
Hoard might hold to he " misconduct " this week, the 
sarno Board might deelare to bo n good conduct " next 
week; and conduct which in one teacher might ho 
highly approved miahl in another teacher he eon- 
damned and punished. The laws of the f'entral Dosvd 
ranks no provision against tho exercise of caprice m'l 
tyranny.

Overland men object often to feed 
their horses oa the hay, snd they, or many of them, 
lirousht up In * distant part of the colony— "the 
Sydney side" — nauet he aware of the fact that there 
the great majority of the hones arc fed, and HuiTe, 
upon this barley. A* its name denotes, it was intra. 
dnced here frwn the Capo fa climate verv similar to 
our own), where it Is tn general use, growiryt better 
and the crops more ctvrtain and hr-avier than aay 
other seed, The grett advantage of cultivating the 
barley In these dry and uncertain parts— uncertain 
in regard to frost, and the opposite enemy, the hot 
wind— tho bimnda blast that dries into powder 
everything green it sweeps over. Thi* hot wind 
1i*s not much intltjenoo over Cape bariey, if 
•own in proper season. It is ripe, or too ripe, for the 
scorching winds of the Interior lo hare on it any effect 
before they set in litre. Boron of aur oldest settler* 
cultivate hM'ley. and nothing elae, for feeding their 
horstis, and the latter look sretl, do a large amount of 
work, and the food agrees with thera. U has been 
repeatedly poiiiTud out in the columns of this journal 
the Loss tho districts sustain by the lahnbitanrs send- 
ing to Albury, to near flondigo, to Kilmers, *io., tor 
lupge quantities of tliy, at s cost of many hundreds, 
wtl may almost *av tnsusands, of pound* annually. 
The great bulk of this money could, we feel satisdett, 
lie saved by our eulilvatlng quantities of Cane bstl*y.
